The  National  Referral  Center  may  be  described  as  the  "information  desk"  of  the 
scientific  and  technical  community.  It  does  not  provide  technical  details  in  answer 
to  inquiries  or  furnish  bibliographic  assistance.  It  functions,  rather,  as  an  inter- 
mediary, directing  those  who  have  questions  concerning  scientific  and  technical 
subjects  to  organizations  or  individuals  who  have  specialized  knowledge  in  these 
fields  and  are  willing  to  share  this  knowledge  with  others. 

In  answer  to  requests  for  guidance  and  assistance,  the  Center  provides  names, 
addresses,  telephone  numbers,  and  brief  descriptions  of  appropriate  information 
resources.  "Information  resources"  has  been  denned  broadly  to  include  professional 
societies,  university  research  bureaus  and  institutes,  Federal  and  State  agencies,  in- 
dustrial laboratories,  museum  specimen  collections,  testing  stations,  and  individual 
experts  as  well  as  more  traditional  sources  of  information,  such  as  technical  libraries, 
information  and  documents  centers,  and  abstracting  and  indexing  services. 

The  National  Referral  Center  should  be  notified  directly  about  any  information 
resources  not  included  in  the  present  directory.  Referral  services  are  available 
without  charge.  No  special  forms  are  required.  Requests  may  be  made  by  calling

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PREFACE 


This  directory  is  the  seventh  in  a  series  compiled 
by  the  National  Referral  Center  under  the  general 
title  AJQirectory  of  Information  Resources  in  the 
United  States.  The  second  of  four  scheduled  re- 
visions of  earlier  volumes  in  the  series,  the  present 
volume  updates  and  extends  the  biological  sciences 
coverage  of  a  directory  published  in  1965  under 
the  subtitle  Physical  Sciences,  Biological  Sciences, 
Engineering.  An  updated  volume  on  the  physical 
sciences  and  engineering  alone  appeared  in  1971. 
These  revisions  are  being  supported  by  the 
National  Science  Foundation.  Earlier  directories 
and  scheduled  revisions  are  listed  on  the  inside 
front  cover. 

Biological  Sciences  is  the  second  publication 
in  this  series  to  be  produced  by  a  computer-based 
photocomposition  system.  Certain  peculiarities 
in  format  associated  with  the  transition  to  electronic 
composition  may  be  noted,  including  occasional 
breaks  between  headings  and  text,  awkward 
hyphenations,  and  uneven  spacing  of  lines.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  improved  currency  and  frequency 
of  the  series  made  possible  by  automation  will 


more  than  compensate  for  any  inconvenience 
caused  by  these  minor  inconsistencies  in  format. 

Entries  in  the  directory  are  based  on  a  register 
of  information  resources  that  has  been  continuously 
expanded  since  the  center  was  established  in  1962. 
The  approximately  fourfold  increase  in  the  cov- 
erage of  the  present  directory  over  that  published 
in  1 965  reflects  the  growth  of  the  register  during 
the  intervening  years:  To  ensure  textual  accuracy, 
each  entry  was  submitted  for  review  to  the 
organization  covered.  The  entries  are  alphabetically 
arranged  and,  to  permit  simultaneous  computer 
preparation  of  the  subject  index,  sequentially 
numbered.  The  index  is  keyed  to  these  numbers 
rather  than  to  page  numbers.

The  Center  is  an  early  alert  system  and  clearinghouse  for  the 
receipt  and  dissemination  of  information  on  short-lived  natural 
events  such  as  volcanic  eruptions,  major  earthquakes,  the  birth  of 
new  islands,  the  fall  of  large  fireballs  and  meteorite  showers, 
major  short-lived  environmental  pollution  events,  and  sudden 
changes  in  biological  and  ecological  systems  such  as  animal 
migrations  and  colonizations.  It  was  established  to  improve  op- 
portunities for  research  by  providing  an  organization  whose  func- 
tion is  to  collect  and  distribute  information  on  short-lived  events 
while  environmental  changes  are  still  occurring.  Scientists  in 
many  disciplines  and  from  many  countries  were  invited  to  join  the 
Center  as  correspondents.  They  cooperate  with  the  Center  by  re- 
porting events,  obtaining  follow-up  information  about  and  travel- 
ing to  events  that  occur  in  their  areas,  making  up-to-date  reports 
to  the  Center,  and  occasionally  providing  assistance  to  research 
teams  that  might  be  sent  to  investigate  events  in  their  areas.

This  subject  index  has  been  prepared  by  computer  processing  (with  some  manual  editing)  of  a  previously 
indexed  companion  file  maintained  for  retrieval  operations  by  the  National  Referral  Center.  The  index 
terms  were  thus  assigned  independently  of  the  approved  text  appearing  in  the  entries  of  the  Directory 
proper,  although  they  are  based  on  the  same  raw  source  data  from  which  the  entries  themselves  were 
originally  drafted.  Clearly  an  expedient,  the  method  was  dictated  by  time  and  personnel  constraints. 
The  terminology  employed  is,  with  some  exceptions,  that  found  in  the  Department  of  Defense/Engineers 
Joint  Council  Thesaurus  of  Engineering  and  Scientific  Terms.
